(J) The Judicial Members ofthe Cyber Appellate Tribunal shall be appointed by 
the Central Government from amongst persons who is or has been a member of the 
Indian Legal Service and has held the post of Additional Secretary for 8 period of not 
less than one year or Grade 1 post ofthal Service for a period of not less than five years. 

5). (I) The Chairperson or Member of the Cyber Appellate Tribunal shall hoJd 
office for a term offive years from the date 00 which he enters upon his office or until 
he attains the age of sixty- five years, whichever is earlier, 

(2) Before appointing any person as the Chairperson or Member of the Cyber 
Appellate Tribunal, the Central Government shall sarisfy itself that the person does 
not have any such financial or other interest as is likely to affect prejudicially his 
functions as such Chairperson or Member.

(I) he or ,he could disrobe in privacy, without being concerned that an 
image of his private area was being captured; or 

(il) any part of his or her private area would not be visible to the public, 
regardless of whether that person is in a public or private place.
